MANSION HOUSE COAL FUND. 


A special meeting of the Committee of the 
Dublin Mansion House Coal Fund was held 
last Thursday evening. Rev. Dr, Denham 
Osborne presided. Also present:—Very Rev. 
John Flanagan, P.P.; Rev, J. ©. Breakey, 
B.A.; Mrs. Mand Walsh, Senator Alfred 
Byrne, Mr. William Field, and Sir John 
Irwin and Mr. J. J. Nagle, hon, seca. An 
apology was received from Rev, W. di. 
McCreery, B.D. The Committee had under 
consideration a namber of reports received 
from the organisations br whom for 
many years the distribution of the coal has 
been effected, including -the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers'’ 
Society, Dublin Parochial Association, ete. 
These reports showed that, notwithstanding 
the relief afforded to some by the recent Act 
of the Oireachtas, there are still a consider- 
able number of poor to be helped by this fund 
who will not be reached in any other way. 
A bag of coal to elderly and sick people, 
widows with young families, is found to be 
almost as essential as food. The Committee 
were satisfied that the system of personal 
investigation carried out by their distributing 
agencies, and who are in touch with the 
relieving officers, minimises the risk of over- 
lapping. The hon. secs. were requested to 
communicate with any subscribers who may 
have any misgivings as to the necessity for 
continued support of the coal fund.

JUDGMENT IN INTERESTING 
Isst™. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
matter of the Jennings Trust and in an 
action of Oaldbeck against Stafiord, which 
related to the will of Mrs. Anastasia 
Jennings, who died in Surrey, England, in 
1928, leaving property at Monkstown, Co. 
Dublin; at Thurles, Co. Tipperary; in India 
Stock and War Loan. Her will was in the 
following terms:— 

“I will my grand-daughter, Berv! Kathleen 
Moira Lindemere, to have the use of all my 
money for her life, I revoke all my former 
wills.’’ 

The suit was instituteds/by Francis Curran 
Caldbeck, Grosvenor Gardens, London, a re- 
tired civil servant and architect, in order to 
obtain the opinion of the Court upon the 
true construction of the will. The defendants 
were Florence Anna Stafford, Surrey, Eng- 
land, a widow, who claimed to be one of 
the next-of-kin of the deceased woman; and 
Beryl Kathleen Moira Lindemere, of Surbiton, 
Surrey, the legatee mentioned in the will of 


the testatrix. 
JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in his judgment, said 
that the case related to one of the many 
extremely short wills in which the use of the 
word ‘‘ money” had led to difficulty. ‘he 
terms of the will were: “I wish my grand- 
daughter, Beryl Kathleen Moira Lindemere, 
to have the use of all my money during her 
lifetime. I now revoke all former wills.”’ 
About the time of her death the testatrix had 
some comparatively small sum on current 
account and on deposit receipt at her bank, 
a substantial sum of India 55 per cent. Stock, 
a sum of £1,212 War Loan and some interest 
in Jand. The main question was whether the 
bequest was confined to the sums at call in 
the bank or included the India Stock and the 
War Loan. It was contended that ‘‘ money ” 
in the strict legal sense meant ‘‘cash.”’ In 
the popular mind, however, money invested is 
regarded as money saved, not spent, and 
is regarded as preserving the character of 
money. The contest in the case before the 
Court was one between a primary and a well 
recognised derivative sense of the word, and 
not between a right and a wrong use. It 
had been said that if a testator deviated from 
the strict legal meaning it was difficult to say 
how far the deviation was to be carried. 

A PRESUMPTION. 

There was no presumption that the layman 
would be sufficiently obliging when making 
his will to use words in the sense which would 
eceasion the least difficulty. Indeed, if there 
were any presumptions experience would sug- 

st that it was a presumption that the 
asa would select the sense that would 
occasion the maximum conceivable difficulty 
to the Court. The Court in the circumstances, 
however, should do its best, For two 
centuries the Courts had ben en- 
deavouring to force, testators to use 
the word ‘‘ money ’” in the sense of ‘* cash,” 
but had signally failed, notwithstanding a 
number of decisions in which they regretully 
held that as a matter of law the testator said 
what they were convinced he did not mean, 
and it was time to hoist the white flag. 
Testators evidently prefer to say ''cash 
when they mean ‘“‘cash.’’ There was an 
obvious point which seemed to have been over- 
looked in a number of cases. £100 is money 
in the primary sense of the word as much 
when it is out in mortgage as when it is in a 
person’s pocket, just as a bird is a bird in 
the same sense whether it is a bird in the 
hand or a bird in the bush. (Laughter.) 

| DECISIONS. 

Most of the narrow decisions which pro- 
fessed to be decisions on the meaning of the 
word “ money “ were really only decisions on 
the meaning of the expression ' my money ” 
or “the money of which I die possessed.”’ 
The sum of £1,200 War Loan was money 
even in the strict sense.. It bears interest, 
and is redeemable though at a distant date. 

He further held that the testatrix intended 
to include it in the expression ‘‘ my money, 


MEREDITH.) 


As to the items of property requiring a, 


wider interpretation of the word “ money,” 
the introduction of the word ‘‘all’’ showed 
that the testatrix was obviously trying to 
make her intention clear as to something; 
and as the only thing that there could be 
any doubt about was whether the expression 
“my money’’ was to be understood in a 
narrow or a wide sense, he took it that she 
meant ‘‘all my money “ in every sense, 
THE WILL. 

Further, the will said that the grand- 
daughter was to have the use of all the money 
for ga lifetime. It was only as invested that 
she could have that use, and that implied 
that it was still. called ' money ” when in- 
vested. Consequently, he held that the ex- 
pression “all my money ” covered everything 
that could be properly called an investment, 

He had been asked by counsel on both sides 
to defer giving a decision as to the land that 
had vested in the Land Commission, as 
that involved the question of the date at 
which the conversion should be regarded «cs 
having taken place. All the parties, he 
added, would have their costs out of the 


” estate.

HIRE OF FILMS. 


DISPUTE BETWEEN RENTERS 
AND EXHIBITORS. 
ss (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, 

In a case of the Fox Film Company, Ltd., 
iá Berners street, London, against the Irish 
Kinematograph Company (1920), Ltd., 12 and 
15 Burgh quay, Dublin, 

Mr. Overend, K.C., who, with Mr. Nolan- 
Whelan (instructed by Messrs. Taylor, Son 
and Robinson), appeared for the plaintiff, 
applied for an order against the defendants 
for further and better particulars. He said 
that the action was for £780 17s., balance 
dae for the hire of motion picture films and 
for goods sold and delivered. There were 
over one hundred items given in the par- 
ticulars of the ire of various films to the 
several picture houses owned by the defendant 
company in Dublin. The total sum shown 
was £35,480 17s., against which there were 
credits reducing the sum to £780 17s. The 
first four paragraphs of the defence consisted 
of traverses, and the defendants, as a further 
defence, said that by two agreements in 
writing. each dated 30th July, 1926, the 
plaintiffs agreed to furnish to them for ex- 
hibition all the specials released by the plains 
tifis on their 1926-27 programme, with the 
exception of “ The Outsider,”’ ‘‘ The Road to 
Glory “” and five ' Giants,’ at the hire price 
of £45 each for seven days each. 

SPECIALS. 

Before the making of the agreements the 
plaintiffs, by letter dated 8th May, 1925, 
represented to the defendants that their 
1926-27 output would include thirty-five 
specials. of which a partial list was given. 
ashe plaintiffs, in breach of the agreements, 
refused to furnish tothe defendants a number 
of specials released by them on their 1926-27 
output, and in heu thereof furnished to them 
inferior films of much less value. some of 
which formed portion of the plaintiffs’ output 
of other years, and sasserted to withhold as 
‘Giants’ many more than five of such 
specials to which the defendants were entitled, 
and supplied only some to the defendants at 
greatly increased prices, 

lt was a term of the agreement that the 
plaintiffs should not authorise the exhibition 
of any of the films comprised in the agree- 
ment at any theatre in the Irish Free State 
until seven days after the Jast day of the 
hire period, Yet the plaintiffs, in breach of 
the agreement, leb several of the specials 
released by them on their 1926-27 output to 
other theatres in Dublin at figures largely in 
excess of the hire payable by the defendants 
under the agreements, and authorised their 
exhibition at these theatres before the expira- 
tion of the hire periods, and without having 
furnished these films to the defendants in 
eccordance with the agreements. Of the films 
furnished several were seriously cut, whereby 
their value to ‘the defendants was tly 
diminished. The defendants counter-claimed 
£5,000 damages for the alleged breach of the 


agreements. 
PARTICULARS. 

In that state of the pleadings, continued 
Mr. Overend, the plaintiffs furnished the 
defendants with notice for particulars, and 
the defendants gave them an answer which 


the plaintiffs said was not sufficient, and it 


was for further and better particulars that 
the plaintiffs now came before his lordship. 

Counsel specified the various matters 
referred to in the defence in regard to which 
these further and better particulars were 


required, 
Mr. Phelps, K.C., who. with Mr. F 
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gerald, K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed by 
Messrs. Frederick Croskerry and Son) ap- 
peared for the defendants, said that the 
defendants made a contract with the plain- 


tiffs on the basis of representations made to | 


them in a letter of 8th May, 1925, from the 
plaintiffs, in which the plaintiffs set out 
seriatum the names of a great number of 
films, which they undertook would be spe- 
cials in their 1926-27 output, and the defen- 
dants’ complaint was that they did not get 
anything like the films corresponding to the 
representation made in that letter. Deten- 
dants had served notice of a cross-motion to 
amend their defence, and they now asked for 
liberty to amend their defence in view of 
further information that they had received. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that if Mr. 
Phelps wished he would allow the matter to 
stand over for one week, when counsel could 
come in with any amendment that he might 
wish to make in the defence and counter- 
claim, and he would consider whether he 
would allow it or not, 

This course was agreed to, and the matter 
was adjourned for one week.

CHEMIST’S £10,000 ESTATE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the matter of the estate of the late 
Julius Ostersetzer, chief analytical chemist 
in the employment of Messrs. Goulding and 
Co., Ltd.. Dublin, the hearing was resumed 
of an application made cy behalf of Mr. David 
Drimmie, Dublin, executor of the will of the 
deceased man, for an opinion as to whether 
the sum of £2,500, paid to the administrator 
of Austrian property under an order dated the 
17th November, 1925, formed part of the 
estate of the deceased man. 

It appeared that an action had been brought 
before the late Master of the Rolls. in which 
it was alleged that Mr. Ostersetzer was a 
Polish subject, not an Austrian subject, so 
as to bring his property within the provi- 
sions of Article 249 of the Treaty of St. Ger- 
main-en-Lave, dated September 10th, 1916. 
The deceased man left assets amounting to 
about £10,000, which formed the subject 
matter of the action to decide his nationality. 

A CONSENT, 

A consent had been entered into between 
the parties to the action—the defendant being 
the administrator of Austrian property in 
Great Britain—whereby £2,500 was paid by 
the plaintiff to the latter, together with a 
number of shares in companies, in full satis- 
faction of all claims made by him against the 
assets of the deceased man, in respect of the 
provisions of the Treaty of Peace with <Aus- 
tria, concluded at St. Germain on September 
10th, 1919. 

In December, 1925, the executor of the will 
received a communication from the Inland 
Xevenue, Department of Death Duties, of 
Saorstat Eireann, stating that no claim for 
legacy duty arose with respect to the £2,500, 
which had been paid over to the adminis- 
trator of Austrian property. 

It subsequently appeared that the money 
handed over to the administrator of Austrian 
property had been transferred to the Aus- 
trian Curator in Vienna of the British Clear- 
ing House, subject to the right of persons 
who were entitled to claim compensation in 
respect of it under Article 249 of the Treaty. 
The money, transferred in the form 
of Austrian Bonds, had since heen 
distributed among the heirs, on the basis of 
the findings in the Examiner's certificate in 
the action on October 28th, 1927. 

THE CLAIM. 

The Inland Revenue Commissioners now 
claimed to he entitled to the payment of 
legacy duty upon the £2,500, represented by 
Austrian bonds, on the ground that it was 
t& of the estate of the deceased man, and 
vecame payable to the beneficiaries under the 
will, just as much as if the payment had been 
made by che executor the beneficiaries 
direct.

QUESTION OF SENIORITY. 

On behalf of the Lécomotive En. 
gineers and Firemen, Mr. Squancé applied 
on behalf of certain of the Assotiated 
Society members at Inchicore for ad. 
justment of their seniority position in 
the line of promotion which had been pre- 
judiced hy the reinstatement of Fireman J. 
Sherlock. The Associated Socicty states that 
Sherlock was discharged from the Irish Free 
State Army after about seven years’ service 
with the colours and was given his position 
in accordance with his seniority. when first he 
joined the company’s service. The Associated 
Society contended that the decision of the 
company in placing Sherlock in his sepiority 
and grade position as though his service with 
the company had been continuous, prejudiced 
the position of all men junior to him. 

The company had maintained that Sherlock 
had been re-employed under the same condi- 
tions as men who had temporarily left the 
servieé to join the army. | 

Mr. Squance submijttéd the application 
made locally by reduced firemen, who pro- 
tested against the reinstatement of Fireman 
Sherlock, as they considered any man out of 
the service for seven or eight years could 
not claim reinstatement into the service as 
fireman and claim his seniority under the 
terms of the sectional agreemént. He re- 
ferred to the case of a mah named Donoghue, 
who left the company’s service in 1914, and 
returned in 1924, but was not réinstated in 
his old position. lí that was the case in con- 
nection with Donoghue, it should apply to 
Sherlock's case also. The Associated 
Society maintained that seven or eight years 
was not a temporary period. | 

Mr. A. W. Herty stated that Sherlock 
entered the company’s service on 20th 
February. 1919 Ha was given permission to 
join the. Free State Army on 7th July, 1922. 
tle was demobilised in June, 1929, and re 
turned to the company’s employment on 16th 
June, 1929. Sherlock was one of a Jarge 
number who joined the Free State Army 
during the period of civil strife, and, so far 
as the company were aware, he had joined 
up for temporary service, and left untouched 
his subscription to the superannuation fund, 
which amounted to £18. 

RAILWAY COMPANY'S PROMISE. 
The company’s arrangement was to re- 
employ men who had been in the National 
Army fivst. These men had been promised 
re-employment on the termination of their 
military service. Other men wero reinstated 
in the same way, provided there was 
nothing against them, So far as the com- 
pany was aware Donoghue was uever in the 
National Army. As a matter of fact the

“The Irish Catholics and the Penal Laws ”’ 
was the subject discussed by the Auditor, 
Mr. R. W. Dudley Edwards, B.A., in his 
inaugural address at the 75th session of the 
Literary and Historical Society, University 
College, Dublin, last night. The subject had 
been chosen as being appropriate to the 
National University’s share in the Emancipa- 
tion Centenary celebrations. 

The Auditof confined himself to an inquiry 
into the causes of the enactment of the Penal 
Laws, the reasons for their subsequent 
nitigation and ultimate repeal, and a survey 
of their effects. 

He said that it was usually assumed that, 
as a result of the remedial legislation which 
culminated in the Emancipation Act, 
Catholics were no longer penalised for practis- 
ing their religion. What of the hundreds 
who had suffered the less of estates through 
the Penal Laws’? Were those estates re- 
stored? What of the thousands who. had 
been excluded frem trades and proféssions 
because thev ‘adhered to the faith of their 
fathers? Were they to remain in poverty 
and want? What of the tens of thousands 
who had been deprived of the glorious culture 
of their ancestors, because they refused to 
receive education from strangers as a bribe 
for the betrayal of their religion? The Acts 
which repealed the Penal Laws were not In- 
demnity Acts. They left the Catholics to 
fight with all the odds which had accumn- 
lated against them. While tacitly admitting 
the wrongfulness of their enactment, no 
effort was made to repair their deadly and 
cumulative effect. 

From what other disabilities did Catholics 
still suffér? What’ of the continued anti. 
Catholic prejudice, extending to every pro- 
fession, trade, appointment, or social position 
still under Protestant control ? 


EDUCATION. 
But, it, was in Education, above all, that 
Catholics still suffered from thé continuance 
of the spirit of the Penal Laws. Under 
the system of primary education, not only 
was the Irish language diScouraged and 
almost wiped out, and all mention of Irish 
culture and nationality carefully avojded, 
but ho reference to religion was allowed 
during the course of the regular school 
work, even though both teachers and pupils 
alike were all Cotholies. Secondary educa- 
tion was easily obtained by the children of 
Protestants, whose schools were largely 
subsidised from the rents of the confiscatea 
lands of thé Catholics. Catholic schools had 
largely to depend for support on the 
descendants of the very people whose lands 
had been confiscated. While the Protestant- 
endowed schools retained all the advantages, 
which they gained under the penal system, 
‘Catholics for a long time could only obtain 
a secondary education with small aid from 
the very State they were compelled to 
support financially. 
It was, however. ip the matter of Univer- 
sity education that the effects of the penal 
system lasted longest. The only Irish 
university was avowedly Protestant, even 
when it admitted Catholics to degrees, and 
subsequently to scholarships and fellowships. 
Its predominant Protestant atmosphere left 
the bishops with no option but to condemn 
it as unfit for Catholics to enter, All 
efforts to obtain university eduaction suit- 
able for Catholics failed until recently. 
With the founding of the National University 
in 1908 Catholics were still at a disadvantage. 
Possessing no endowment, entirely dependent 
on the Government for grants, desperately in 
want of money for building extension and 
even suitable premises, tmadequately pro- 
vided with scholarships—with all these handi- 
ceps the National University gave every 
possible opportunity to the: Irish Catholic. 
No longer was there any necessity to enter a 
university, which, though. possessing ample 
buildings; and copiou® funds, aud the only 
university tradition left to the country, was 
rightly regarded by his spiritual guides as 
until, for his education. 
A significant effect of the Penal Laws was 
to be observed in the popular attitude 
towards higher education itself? Having been 
excluded for centuries from almost all 
}tho professions, the Irish Catholics had 
leveloped an exaggeraicd respect for them. 
His most promising son was reserved for the 
Church. it was thé ambition 6f every farmer 
or shop-keeper to scrape together enough to 
make the next son a doctor er a lawyer. 
This was his only use for the university. 
What chance had the land of prospering when 
no farmer would hear of his sons going to 
learn in a university what he took for granted 
he could teach much better himself. Material 
loss, however, had resulted in spiritual gam. 
From this generation of their university 
would come the next generation of Ireland's 
thiukers, statesmen and workers. What 
return would they give to the land which had 
suffered so much that they might have a 
Catholic university education? Were they 
prepared to do their part in effacing the last 
vestiges of the baneful effects of the Penal 
Laws on the Irish Catholics? 


A UNION OF HEARTS. 


—— 


The Rev. Patrick Gannon, §.J., B.A., pro- 
posed—*‘ ‘i'hat the Anditor deserves the best

He said that. in their 
celébration of Catholic Emancipation last 
year they did not intend to hurt the feelings 
of others. 
somewhat careless in remembering that it 
was a Protestant Parliamen? and a Protestant 
assembly that had given them their freedom— 
that they were lacking in perfect manners in 
their address. He did not think that ther 
meant to be discourteous, but the plain fact 
was that the efforts of the Protestants of 
good-will—and there were many in the land— 
the efforts of Barke, Grattan and the rest 
had proved utterly vain. They made no im- 
pression whatever on the bulk of the English 
people or on the leaders of the ascendancy 
class in this country, or the majority of that 
class. 

They could not afiard to forget the past. 
The battle was fought with an embittered 
hatwed that really made pitiful reading. It 
was Christian and wise to forgive, for hatred 
cguld only destroy, lt conld not create a 
great nation or a prosperous land, and Ire- 
land needed a union of hearts among al! sec- 
tions of the people. They wanted politica! 
and religious union, and hence there was no 
intention to make life difficult for those who 
differed from them in religion, Lhey did 
not offer freedom to their fellow-countrymen 
as a gift, but as the merest and most elemen- 
tary justice. They were entitled to it, They 
wished to exercise no unjust pressure on any 
man’s conscience. They wanted justice and 
toleration for all. 


THE SOUTHERN MINORITY. 
Dealing with complaints about the treat- 
ment of ,the minority in Southern Ireland, 
he suid that if there was any effort on the 
part of anyone to make perverts of people by 
unjust means let them hear of them. In fact, 
Catholics showed a lack of zeal in their de- 
sire to convert their fellow-countr) men. 
Referring to a statement by the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) that he had 
rejoiced with Catholics in their celebrations, 
but he made one complaint—that he thought 
the Protestant minority in Ireland: had not 
nearly its rightful influence in public ad 
ministration, in Virtie of its education, and 
the proportion. of the taxation which it paid. 
Father Gannon said that from that it would 
seem that the party represented by Dr. Gregy 
was more highly educated on the average 
than the unfortunate party to which he 
(Father Gannap) had the unhappiness to be- 
long, and that because they paid a propor- 
tionately ‘larger share of taxation a

mainder Protestant, and yet in that litt’ 
enctosure there js really grave injustice done 
to the minority.

REWRITING IRISH HISTORY. 

Sir Joseph Glynn seconded the motion. He 
dwelt on the necessity for re-writing Irish his- 
tory. It was only beginning to dawn on people 
that what was needed was a history of the 
po ole themselves and of the development of 
rish character. The Penal Laws prevented 
the natural development of the country from 
thé tribal system to the modern system, and 
held up the natural course of events {oy 
almost two centuries. 

Mr. Daniel Corkery, M.A., in supporting 
the resolution, said that he agreed with those 
who stated that the Penal Laws were born in 
racial hatred rather than for religious 
reasons. They were set up to destroy the 
iutegrity of Irish minds, “ and our primar) 
urpose, he added, ‘‘is to restore the 
integrity of Irish minds.’ 


A “ FAILURE,” 

Chief Justice Kennedy proposed that the 
Literary and Histerical Society is deserving 
of the support of the students and authorities 
of University College. He said that he would 
be highly pleased if the magnificent paper 
which they had heard read by the Auditor 
would lead to the wnting of a new history 
of Ireland. Speaking of the effect of Catholic 
Emancipation, he said that, much as they 
must rejoice in the fact that O'Connell! did 
accomplish a great thing in achieving 
Catholic Emancipation, they must see thai 
really Catholic EKmauneipation, as they looked 
back at it, had been a great failure.

their interest in English politicians and in 
London, so that their minds and aspirations 
were turned towards a foreign land, and to-

‘The after-effects of Catholic Emancipation, 
divorced as it was from politica) í : 
merely drowned the voices oí Davis and 
Griffith, and brought ds to a point at which 
the efforts of 1816 and 1919 would have been 
too late—and they were almost too late, be 
cause the creative work in the recreating of 
our people is still an immense task. It was 
not until recent years that there had heen 
any possibility of hvilding up a university 
founded in an atmosphere of Irish thought and 
inspired from Irish sources, and it depended.

1 did not fully 
revlise its possibilitics till I witnessed 
mvself The sudden, dense, inky 
' unheralded hy any warning— 
unlike any other is distinctly 
nerve-trying, even now when we know all 
alont it. and can calculate to a fraction 
a second when. and to a few hundred 
yards where, it will occur. J could feel 
the effect it had on the vast crowd on the 
hi!!-ton at Lysfaen on that grey, cheerless 
morning of June 29th, 1927. I feel sure 
that, had the darkness lasted three or 
four minutes, instead of only twenty- 
‘ree seconds, some of that crowd would 
h: herun to get hysterical. A vast sich 
of relief, followed by a burst of cheering, 
hailed the return of light and the 
hastening away to the North-East of the 
awful black veil which had been drawn 
over the sky. Yet those people knew what 
was coming, and had gathered there to 
witness it as a holiday spectacle. 

In primitive times eclipses won or lost 
battles, shook kin-doms. frivhtened 
rulers to death. In Rev. vi.. 12-14, St. 
John can find no more awful portents to 
accompany the opening of the Sixth Seal 
and the Judgment Day than an earth- 
quake, a total eclipse of the Sun, a total 
eclipse of the Moon, and a yreat meteoric 
shower. “ The Sun became black as sack- 
cloth of hair,” 1s an accurate description 
of the appearance of the Sun when totally 
eclipsed, the blackness of the dise 
accentuated by the silvery radiance of the 
surrounding corona. ‘‘ And the heaven 
departed as a scroll when it is rolled 
together.’’ The man who wrote that must 
have seen the great cloak of darkness roll 
up, as the daylight sky retreated before 
the shadow of the Moon. The description 
is exact and vivid in the extreme. I 
realised that when I saw it. No one who 
had not seen it could have put it into 
words so apt.

THE CYCLE OF METON. 


Now, this being so, we can imagine how 
great a man he was, and what an 
impression he must have made on his 
contemporaries, who first discovered the 
cause of these terrifying phenomena, and 
showed that he could predict their 
recurrence. Such a man was Meton, the 
Athenian, who discovered the first known 
cycle of the Sun and Moon. «he 
** Metonic Cycle’’ or ‘‘ Saros’’ is still in 
use as a first approximation in calculating 
the phases of the Moon :ad eclipses. It 
may be called the lowest common multiple 
of the lunar month and the solar year. 
Briefly, it amounts to this: every 19 
years the phases of the Moon come back 
to the same days of the month. The 
return is not rigorously exact, but is a 
little over two hours later; and after 18 
years, 11 days, 8 hours, the same eclipses 
return to the same latitude as before. 
Owing to the odd eight hours, they do not 
return to the same longitude, but 120 
degrees, or one-third of a rotation, further 
West. Thus the curious total eclipse of 
the Sun which passed over France and 
Belgium on April 17th, 1912, will be 
repeated on April 28th, 1930; but this 
time it will pass over the United States 
and Canada, 120 devrees further West. 
In 1966, after three Sarvi it will 
again visit Europe. Its date then will 
be 33 days later, or May 20th. 

It is hardly too much to say that 
Meton’s discovery lifted a nightmare 
from civilised humanity. If not the 
million, at least learned men now knew 
that an eclipse was a natural 
phenomenon, and not a portent of the 
wrath of the gods, or an omen of the 
disruption of the world and the end of the 
human race. So the Athenians showered 
honours on Meton and. ordered his 
discovery to be engraved in letters of gold 
on a public memorial. 

It is this cycle which appears in the 
Prayer-book, and the somewhat cryptic 

rases, the “Golden Number,” the 

, Sunday Letter " and the ‘‘ Epact”’ 
refer to its figures. Phe Golden Number 
is the number indicating the place ‘of the 
year in the 19-year cycle. The year 1 in 
the cycle is that in which the New Moon 
occurs on Ist of January. The Sunday 
letter is a letter expressing the day of the 
week on which January 1st falls. Sunday 
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three data being known, the date of 
Easter follows, .or of any other phase of 
the Moon in the year. 


DANIEL AND SCIENCE. 


You will be wondering when I am 
coming to Daniel; but these preliminaries 
were necessary before you could. under- 
stand the rest of my paper. I have said 
that the Metonic Cycle is the lowest 
common multiple of the lunar month and 
the solar year; also that it is only an 
approximate multiple. There are other 
common multiples of the same two 
periods—much longer, but far mere exact. 
The calculation of these cycles is a matter 
of great difficulty, requiring an accurate 
knowledge of astronomy and great 
mathematical ability. A Swiss astronomer 
named De Cheseaux, about the middle 
of the eighteenth century, felt curious on 
the subject, and in the course of his 
investigations he found that 315 years 
make a cycle with only one-tenth the error 
of the Metonic. He had no sooner 
observed t"is than he recognised —he must 
have been a student of his Bible as well 
as of the heavens—that the number 315 
is one-fourth of 1,260, one of the principal 
periods of Daniel and the Apocalypse. 

This made him, in vulgar parlance, 
“smell a rat,” and he began to examine 
all the “ Mystic Numbers’”’ of the two 
books, with the remarkable result that 
they all, without exception, proved to be 
cycles of the Sun and Moon (and therefore 
eclipse cycles) of very high accuracy. 
1,260 years, 2,300 years, and their 
difference, 1,040 years are all of them 
accyrate cycles of the Sun and Moon; 
and the last is a triple cycle being a 
common multiple of the solar day, lunar 
month and the year. 

The refinement of modern methods has 
made possible corrections of the lunar 
tables from time to time: but the remark- 
able fact has thus been brought to light 
that all such corrections as have hitherto 
been made, in bringing the lunar tables up 
to date, have reduced the discrepancies 
between the lunar tables and these 
ancient cycles almost to vanishing point. 
In other words, the ancient cyeles ted by 
Daniel and St. John—without © under- 
standing what they meant, be it observed 
—are more accurate than the modern 
tables, which are only now, with 
difficulty, “struggling up to the accuracy 
atieined by some old-world astronomical 
authorities, forgotten millenniums ago. 
Had the numbers survived in tradition 
long after their purpose and meaning had 
been lost? "Were they used as mystical 
syinbols by prophets and apocalyptists, 
who had not the vaguest idea of their 
real meaning? Daniel and St. John are 
not the only writers who used them. They 
appear to have been the current coin of 
Jewish mystics for several centuries,

observed some remarkable results :— 
(1) That the 2,300 year cycle is the 
primary natural cycle for the correction of 
the Metonic Cycle—is, indeed, only an 
expanded Metonic Cycle, or larger Saros. 
Before Meton earned Athenian honours 
by discovering the Saros, Daniel had 
embodied his revealed chronology the 
grand cycle adapted to correct the errors 
of the latter. The use of the Saros is 
indispensable in any calendar adjusted 


In our own 
Guinness took 


to the months and years of Nature. The 
slight error of the Saros accumulates to 


nearly a day in 11 Saroi, or 209 years, 
| and to nearly 11 days in 11 times 11 


Naroi, or 2 years, which error is 
halanced by the 11 days Epact in the 
2,500th year. The 2,300 year cycle, which 
is 53 times as exact as the Metonic. and 
is the primary cycle adapted for its 
correction, is therefore the natural basis 
for a calendar correctly adjusted to solar 
and lunar revolutions. 

(2) That the accumulated Epacts of 
2.500 years (or what is the same thing, 
the difference between 2,300 lunar years 
and 2,500 solar, the Epact being the 11 
days remainder after subtracting 12 
lunar months from 12 solar) make up 
exactly 70 lunar years and 7 months. 
The rate of Epact, or the Sun's gain on 
the Moon per annum, is one month in 
1,000 days, 12 months (lunar) in 12,000 
days—33 years, one .uman generation, 
the lifetime of Christ; and 70 times this 
in 2,300 years. 

(5) That 2,300 years are not only a 
cycle of the solar year and synodical 
month (New Moon to New Moon), but are 
also a cycle of the anomalistic lunar 
month. Lunar cycles are contracted or 
enlarged in their various returns by what 
is knowns as “ the Moon’s anomaly.” 
This is an acceleration or retardation of 
New Moon, amounting to 9 hours 47 
minutes on either side of zero—194 hours 
altogether—and has to be taken into 
account. in all calculations in which the 
Moon is concerned. The 2,300 years, 
being free from this important error, as 
well as the others, make an unrivalled 
lunar cycle. The periods all fit into their 
places with exactness, so that it is clear 
that we have here a design. It is like the 
fitting together of a dissected puzzle. If 
the pieces fit and make a picture, it is 
evident that we have obtained the 
arrangement which the artist designed. 
Who was the artist in this case? There 
can be only one answer. 


THE CYCLIC NUMBERS. 


(4) We have not even yet exhausted 
the peculiarities of these strange and 
significant figures. Multiply 1,260 by 2 
and we get 2,520. This number is the 
lowest common. multiple of the first ten 
numbers. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, all 
will divide it without remainder. 1,260 
years are 35 “ times ’’ the period so often 
mentioned by Daniel as ‘‘ a time, times, 
and an half,’”’ or “a time, times, and 
the dividing of time.’’ 2,520 years are 
therefore “ seven times,” each ‘ time ”’ 
being 360 years.. 

(5) If we add 75 years to 1,260 years, 
we get the 1,355 years of Dan. xii. 12. 
This addition is also made in Nature; for 
75 years are exactly the difference 
between 2,520 lunar y ars and the same 
number of solar years. 

(6) The prophetic “month” (30 
years), is also an important calendar 
cycle, with an error which corrects itself 
in 42 “ months,” or 1,260 years. Thirty 
lunar years constitute a very exact cycle 
of the month and day—a cycle which 
forms the basis of the ahometan 
Calendar. If. the lunar month be 
reckoned as 29 days 12 hours 44 minutes 
(only 3 seconds too long), the cycle is 
absclutely exact. 

(7) 2,300 years are exactly 40 days of 
the “Annus Magnus '—that. is to say, 
the period of revolution of the major axis 
of the Earth’s orbit with respect to the 
Eqninoxes: one day in 57} years, 40 days 
in 2,300 years, 365 days in 21,000 vears. 

Dr. Grattan Guinness writes: “ At the 
present time the Earth’s Perihelion, or 
nearest approach to the Sun, occurs on 
January list. In Daniel’s time it was on 
November 22nd. The difference is 40 
days, and Daniel’s time was 2,300 years 
ago.’’ Since Dr. Grattan Guinness wrote, 
more than 50 years have elapsed, and the 
date of Perihelion has moved on a day, 
and now falls on January 2nd or 3rd,

THE BUTT BRIDGE. 

T THE EMTOR OF THE IRIS TIVES 

Sirn,—There are aspects of the Butt Bridge 
problem that have not been put before the 
public. As matters stand, the ratepayers of 
the City and County of Dublin are committed 
to the expenditure of a very large sum of 
money. Sums varying from £65,000 to 
£120,000 have been mentioned from time to 
time, but, as the latter figure is the amount 
sanctioned in the Bridges Bill, one may fairly 
assume that this is the sum ultimately to be 
provided by the ratepayers. 

What are we to get for it? We are to get 
a wider bridge, a re-aligned bridge and a 
bridge of three, instead of four, spars as at 
present. The widening is certainly required, 
but is a re-alignment involving a change of 
some five degrees wanted? The excuse for 
this new alignment apnvears to be a 
problematical widening of Tara street, which 
Is a matter still on the lap of the gods, and 
for the execution of which authority has been 
neither given nor sought. 1 feel confident 
that, as far as the ratepayers are concerned, 
there is no mandate for the incurring of un- 
necessary expense in order to avoid an almost 
imperceptible kink in a street that may some 
day become an important thorough are. If 
the alignment is left as it is, the ultimate 
Tara street-Butt Bridge thoroughfare can 
lead as fairly across the river as the West- 
moreland street-O’Connell Bridge thorough- 
fare crosses to-day—and that is straight 
enough. 

Again, it is proposed to use three spans 
inst-rd of four, for msthetic reasons. In 
fact, for the removal of this kink, and in 
order that the susceptibilities of the citizens 
may not be offended, we are to be asked to 
foot the bill for a complete new set of piers 
and foundations. On the face of it such a 
proposal suggests madness, but when one 
considers the site of the proposed new work 
the desire to chain some one up can only be 
resisted with difficulty. The Butt Bridge 
has only one view point of importance—that 
from O'Conncli Bridge. Immediately behind 
it, and apparently on top of it, is Tara street 
railway bridge, which is an ordinary utility 
structure of steel girders and cylindrical piers. 
To spend money, urgently required for other 
things, in order to construct a work of art in 
masonry or concrete with such a background 
and horizon is bad taste and vulgar. For a 
city and county, that cannot afford to house 
its poor decently to incur avoidable expendi- 
ture under such a head is worse than bad 
taste or vulgarity—it is civic immorality. 

The bridge we should construct is one to 
take four lines of traffic comfortably and two 
footpaths, built, unpretentiously and economi- 
cally, of steel on the existing piers and abut- 
ments, at a cost of some £20, to £25,000. 
In fairness, it should be pointed out that 
the proposed reconstruction includes an im- 

rovement in the existing grades on the 

ridge, but this need not confuse the issue, 
since equally favourable grades can be pro- 
vided with a steel as with any other form of 
structure.—Yours, etc.,

Go-Day’s Match. 


There is no doubt at all that France’s 
victory over Scotland, and the fact that 
they are travelling almost the whole of 
their winning team, has invested tne 
Rugby international at Belfast with 
unusual interest. So bad, however, is 
France’s away record that, however strong 
their team appears on paper, they can 
never be regarded as favourites when they 
have to travel. Although they played 
their first international nearly twenty- 
seven years ago, they have only won two 
matches outside France in that time. The 
first was in 1914 against Scotland at Inver- 
leith, and the second was at Lansdowne 
road in 1920, when they comfortably beat 
the poorest Irish team that has ever taken 
the field. Therefore, despite the uncer- 
tainty about the full-back position, Ire- 
land probably start favourites to-day.

Che Passing of the Shires. 


Anyone traversing the Dublin streets 
cannot fail to be impressed by the splendid 
standard of horse flesh that still draws the 
cart of the laundryman or baker, and 
hauls along the quays the hefty lorry- 
loads of goods. The breweries seem to own 
the largest type of haulage horse here, but 
one looks in vain for the pure shire horse. 
The mighty frame, with beauty in every 
line of it, the sturdy yet graceful neck, 
the fleecy mane and fetlocks and all the 
easy power and good-tempered staunchness 
of that king of draught horses is not to be 
seen, I think, in Ireland. I am told that 
he has passed also from the English roads, 
giving place to the general utility motor 
lorry. The cost of raising the shire horse 
is not compensated for by the price he will 
realise upon the market, and the studs 
that bred him are closing down or trans- 
|ferring their attention elsewhere. For 
my part I regret the change with a certain 
bitterness, and I have doubts whether 
those who, in the interests of an alleged 
economy have sacrificed the horse to. the 
machine, may not come to discover that 
the economy was more apparent than real. 
Some firms have already awakened to the 
advantage of horses for draught under 
special circumstances, and are replenish- 
ing their stables that the motor ‘illusion 
had depleted. The day of Dobbin is not 
done yet. 


Kil>enny. 


The ancient city of Kilkenny is much 


the visit of the Papal Nuncio, and many 
references have been made to that paid by 
Rinuceini in 1645. Exactly a hundred 
years later there is an interesting entry 
relating to the town in the Minutes of 
the Royal Dublin Society. At that time 
the system of premiums or awards for 
enterprise in Ireland, inaugurated by Dr. 
Samuel Madden, was in practice, and 
thus, on 30th May, 1745, we learn that 
the city of Kilkenny was awarded £10 
for having rid ‘itself of beggars by 
affording employment to the poor. About 
one hundred poor people were usefully 
employed in cleansing the streets. As the 
historian of the Royal Dublin Society 
remarks: ' It is refreshing to read of a 
community which in the middle of the 
eighteenth century had such enlightened 
views on employment, and on keeping a 
town clean.”’

A reference in the “ Diary ” recently 
to Schoolhouse lane, where the boy who 
was later the famous Duke of Marl- 
borough was educated, recalls the fact 
that this narrow passage, only nine feet 
wide, was originally known as Le Ram 
lane, from a fifteenth century building 
in High street called Le Ramme, and it 
was not until the free school of the city 
was subsequently erected here that the 
name was changed. It is known also as 
the home. in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, of John Brocas, the 
printer, and likewise of .the King’s 
Bench Office, on which the House of Lords 
Committee reported in 1739:—‘‘ The 
King’s Bench Office is in Schoolhouse 
Lane, one. of the narrowest in the City 
of Dublin. About two years ago a fire 
broke out very near the office, which gave 
them great alarm, and there is now an 
old cage workhouse within so small a 
distance as to make its situation very 
dangerous. . ... Hí a fire should break out, 
it would he scarce possible to preserve 
either houses or records.” The reference 
to a ‘‘cage’’ workhouse meant, of 
course, a building of timber in cage-work 
fashion, many of which were erected in 
Dublin in Elizabethan days, and the last 
of which disappeared from the corner of 
Werburgh street and Castle street in 1813. 


Trish Publishers. 


The topic of Ireland’s reading public 
always brings tears to my eyes; for if the 
number of books read in this country is 
small, the number published here is in- 
comparably smaller still. Not a tithe: of 
our Irish authors find it commercially 
advisable to get their work published in 
Ireland. ‘Gone are the roseate days of 
the eighteenth century, when books were 
often published simultaneously in London 
and Dublin, and when Dublin teemed 
with booksellers and publishers. That 
many of these last were ‘“‘pirates’’ is 
beside the point. They were keen and 
hud an eye to business; they had a 
moneyed public who could afford to buy 
largely. Circumstances have changed, and 
Publin is no longer the second largest 

ty in the British Empir In many 
vays the world has gone on and Ireland 
has heen left behind. Not until the 
country is more prosperous and money .is 
circulating more freely can we hope to 
have our book-publishing business in any- 
thing lie a flourishing condition. 


A nliques. 


Those were happy days for the collector 
of antiques when every country cottage 
had its possibilities of unrealised treasure, 
and many zood things changed hands for 
a song. Now, however, these modest 
dwellings have been well  combvd, 
and their inmates grown sophisticated, 
ao that the connósseur must hie 
himself to the antique dealers’ or to 
the auction rooms. Sometimes, indeed, 
a piece of cld lustre ware may still be 
spied on a country dresser; for it was a 
homely ware, intended for use by the 
farmer and the cottager, and now 
extremely interesting from a collector’s 
point of view, The making of lustre was 
an age-old art of the East, and, in 
medizval times, of Spain and Italy; in 
England it was in vogue during the 
nineteenth century. One hears it said 
that the secret of the old metallic glazes 
must have died with the old potters; 
certainly genuine old lustre has a deep 
rich glow and power of reflection not often 
seen in modern examples. Copper and 
silver are the most usual varieties to be 
found, but “ pink’’ lustre is also 
delightful. It is really a weaker solution 
of the copper wash, and may be any colour 
from lilac to purple. Placed where they 
will reflect the sun’s rays, or gleam with 
reflections from a glowing fire, pieces of 
lustre ware will reveal their true beauty. 


A Burns Episode. 


Among the millions who will honour the 
immortal memory of Robert Burns to- 
night, there may still be a few who were 
present at the great centenary banquet 
in Edinburgh in 1859, and, if r-, they 
are not likely to have forgotten a remark- 
able incident that took place on that 
occasion. During the proceedings the 
chairman introduced ‘‘the only man now 
living who saw the day we comniemorate ”’ 
—a centenarian named Walter Glover, 
who had been a Dumfries carrier and a 
crony of the poet. The old man mounted 
the platform and amazed his audience by 
reciting the whole of ‘‘ Tam o’ Shanter ”’ 
without slip or hesitation, following on 
with many racy stories of his friendship

It may not be generally kngwn, writes 
& correspondent, that the bent-planting 
which you advocate in connection with the 
coasta] erosion at Greystones and otner 
places has adready been employed in other 
parts. of Ireland, notably in Co. Donegal. 

In the last century Lord Boyne built 
himself a magnificent house opposite to 
the village of Carrigart; he laid out 
spacious gardens, and the estate of Rosa- 
penna was much talked of for its beauty. 
fhen the sands began to drift. The house 
was quickly swallowed up, along with the 
holdings of several of the small farmers, 
and soon the district became a miniature 
Sahara. In 1843 Lord Leitrim bought the 
estate, and gradually saved it from further 
ruin by resolutely planting bent year after 
year in great quantities and at great 
expense; hence the beautiful turf which 
to-day delights the heart of the golfing 
visiior to Rosapenna. The old house 
built by Lord Boyne is down underneath 
the sand; you walk ovér the roof of tf 
now. 

The same thing has happened at Dun- 
fanaghy. Prior to 1917 bent grass was 
growing there by nature in great pro- 
fusion, but in that year it was cut. The 
sands promptly began to shift, and soon 
the old military road had disappeared. 
Seven or eight years ago a new road was 
built, but that, too, has been swallowed 
up. A similar fate has befallen the signal- 
tower which was built in the time of 
Year after vear the bent is 
being replanted on an extensive scale, but 
unless this takes root and spreads quickly 
Horn Head House itself may, indeed, be 
sunk beneath the sands.

Che First Irish Railway. 


This is the centenary year of the in- 
stitution of public railways, the line from 
Liverpool! to Manchester having been first 
used on September 30th, 1830, and first 
thrown open to the public a week later. 
The Irish were quick to follow suit, and 
the construction of the Dublin to Kings- 
town Railway was commenced in 1852. 
As may well be imagined, this marvel 
created a great stir at the time and on 
the completion of the line in 1834, 
The Dublin Penny Journal published a 

ial number to commemorate the ws 
sion. In this it is magnificently observed : 
Harried by the invisible, but stupendous 
agency of steam, the astonished passenger 
will now glide, like Asmodeus, over the 
summits of the houses and streets of a 
great city—presently be transported 
through green fields and tufts of trees— 
then skim across the surface of the sea, 
and, taking shelter under the cliffy coast 
along the marine villas and through rocky 
excavations, until he finds himself in the 
centre of a vast port which unites in pleas- 
ing confusion the bustle of a commercial 
town with the amusements of a fashion- 
able watering place.”’

ROAD MONEYS. 

The cost of rebuilding a bridge; known as 
the Fallon Bridge. between LUNGFORD and 
Tammbany, was £2,800. The original estimate 
of Mr. Murphy, the County Surveyor, was 
£850, but extra work had -been undertaken 
on the approaches to the bridge. It was 
assumed that 50 per cent. of the original 
estimate would be borne by. the Roads Board, 
but a definite assurayce had not heen obtained 
to this effect, and the Council discovered that 
it would be a matter for the ratepayers. A 
deputation of the County Council, including 
the Chairman (Mr. Garahan) and Mr. E. D. 
Mc( ann, Secretary, County Council, waited 
upon Messrs. McCarron and Movlan, of the 
Free State Department, ‘and, on the instruc 
tions of the Council, placed the facts before 
them. with the result that the Council has 
been given a grant of £1,000 towards the ex- 
penditure, with permission to borrow £9650. 
The Council at its meeting thanked the de- 
patation and the Department for this con 
cessién, which relieved ths ratepayers of a 
heavy responsibility. A letter from the |De- 
partment stated:—‘‘ The Minister is much 
concerned at you~ :failure,:and that of the 
County Surveyor and County Accountant,. to 
keep a sufficient check on the expenditure of 
road moneys, and he trusts that closer atten- 
tion will be given in future, so that there 
may be no recurrence of the present financial 
embarrassment,”

The Hatry Frauds. 

‘A black period in the history of the 
London Stock Exchange has been closed, 
as we must hope, by the end of the Hatry 
Yesterday Clarence Hatry and his 
three accomplices withdrew their last 
defence, and pleaded guilty to the forgery 
and utterance of valuable securities which 
purported to be bearer scrip certificates 
relating to authorised issues of three 
Hatry was sentenced to 


trial. 


municipal stocks. 
fourteen years’ penal servitude, and the 
others to terms ranging from seven to 
three years. Few who have followed 
the tale of their crime—complicated im 
detail, but simple in its principle, or 
lack of principle—will feel that justice 
has erred on the side of harshness. . How- 
ever their temptations may be urged, these 
four men were wholly reckless in their 
greed of gain and wholly consciousless in 
their devices to save their own pockets and 
skins. When their biggest venture, a great 
steel combine, was in danger they began 
to make good a deficiency of some 
£1,000,000 by the utterance of forged 
securities on a huge scale. Yesterday Mr. 
Justice Avory described their acknowledged 
frauds as “the most appalling that ever 
have disfigured the commercial reputation 
of the country.” The material conse- 
quences of their crime are heavy and far- 
reaching. It is true that banks and large 
financial houses have been the chief losers, 
and that among these the recent settlement 
has relieved and softened: the shock. 
Nevertheless, Hatry threw his net widely 
and audaciously. Some companies have 
been broken, others have been staggered, 
by his frauds. Many millions of pounds 
have been lost, and—merely because these 
men were burning to get rich quickly— 
the spectre of want has invaded thousands 
of middle-class homes, Already large 
losses have fallen upon numbers of Irish 
investors in consequence of the involved 
position of at least one finance company. 
The moral effect of the Hatry frauds is 
not less grave, and may be more lasting, 
unless British finance takes swift steps to 
set its house in order. ‘‘ It was not easy,” 
said the Attorney-General, “' to conceive 
how four men could have made the restora- 
tion of the country’s prosperity more 
difficult than the four men in the dock.” 
To-day, more than ever, confidence is the 
main-spring of British finance ; for a new 
type of investor has come into the field. 
The “ small man” has discovered the 
Stock Exchange, and the result has been 
a vast expansion of the investing public. 
This is an entirely beneficial develop- 
ment; but, as soon as the small 
investor begins to feel that he is 
not protected adequately, commerce. will 
Even. beiore 
the Hatry exposures the ' small man's ” 


confidence had begun to be shaken, He. 
is not a financial expert, but some 


recent changes in the character of the 
stock markets have £lled him with a vague 
uneasiness. He notes the fnancia) megalo- 


mania which, no longer content: with 
hundreds of thousands, must deal in 
bewildering millions. The innovation of 
**holding companies,’’ which seem to have 
smaller companies at their mercy, disturbs 
him. He suspects that the quite recent 
overlappings and involutions of company 
promotion on the gigantic scale must 
furnish for unscrupulous wits oppor- 
tunities which did not exist when British 
finance was content with more pedestrian 
methods. 

Nobody questions the essential sound- 
ness of the Stock Exchange, but the 
Hatry case is only the worst of a succes- 
sion of financial crises which show that 
certain reforms are needed and ought to 
be undertaken without delay. In the first 
place, the public must be protected from 
the more manifest dangers of speculative 
finance. In the next place, the whole 
average working of the company system 
must be improved ; for company law has 
ceased to be able to control modern 
practice. Some limitation, for instance, 
ought to be imposed on dealings in scrip 
certificates for stock or debentures. A 
check must be put on the growing number 
of so-called ‘‘trust companies,” which 
compete furiously for underwriting and 
other commissions. A speedier publication 
of fuller balance-sheets is required. The 
system by which directorr may be mere 
figure-heads, who receive fees for the use 
of their names, ought to be abolished. If 
these and similar reforms are an early 
result of the Hatry frauds, good will have 
come out of evil. The vastness of the issue 
is illustrated by the fact that there are 
in these islands to-day nearly one hundred 
thousand limited companies, with an 
aggregate paid-up capital which approaches 
the stupendous sum of five thousand 
million pounds. 


Legacies of War. 


Although the second conference at The 
Hague was not so spectacular as the 
first, it had some very important results. 
From the point of view of general interest, 
of course, its principal achievement was 
the final ratification of the Young Plan 
for the settlement of the reparations 
problem ; but it also cleared up a number 
of less prominent, if equally troublesome, 
matters, When the Allies decided to 
compel their former enemies to pay 
reparations, Germany’s share, naturally, 
was very much greater than that of any 
of the other Powers. Definite sums, how- 
were apportioned between Austria 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Czecho-Slovakia, 
and until the second Hague Conference 
nobody knew exactly how these countries 
stood. The case of Czecho-Slovakia was 
peculiarly difficult. Towards the end of 
the War, when the Czechs openly were on 
the Allies’ side, large sums of money were 
raised in the Allied countries—especially 
in France and the United States—in 
order to encourage these brave people’s 
fight for freedom; and a ‘“ Liberation 
Loan’’ was provided for Czecho-Slovakia. 
In addition to this loan, which 
a certain proportion of 
Dual Monarchy’s reparation debt was 
allotted to the new Republic. It has been 
agreed now that the Republic shall, pay 
£500,000 per annum im settlement of the 
liberation debt, and that it shall be 
released from most of its other liabilities 
to the Allies. Austria has been freed of. 
all obligations in respect of the War; 
Bulgaria, which, five years ago, was 
expected to pay £1,500,000 a year, hence- 
forward will pay £400,000, and Hungary 
will pay no reparations at all after 1943. 

We do not suggest that the countries 
in question—with the possible exception 
of Austria—are pleased with these 
terias.

formidable. Good-will in negotiation, 
however, often can be more important 
than concrete results, and, even if expecta- 
tions are not realised in full, the mere 
activity of the Conference will promote 
the cause of peace in our time. 


Amari Aliquid. 
The United States, as the receptacle of 
the world’s gold, has acquired a reputa- 
tion for economic invulnerability. Hence 
we learn, with a mild surprise, that a 
serpent lurks within that financial Eden.

of unemployed in that State is greater 
than it has been for many years. The 
charitable agencies, who report an un- 
precedented increase in the number of 
applicants for relief, supplement the 
Commissioner’s figures. It is contended, 
writes a correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, that President Hoover based 
his reassuring statement on an inadequate 
survey, since no returns had been 
furnished by New York State at the 
time of his speech.

Moreover, 
the condition of the unemployed is apt 
to be worse than in Europe. On account 
of the higher and more expensive 
standard of living in America, habits of 
thrift are not formed readily; and un- 
employment relief is comparatively un- 
known. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the underworlds of the large cities 


are populous. 


The Price of Beauty. 


John Stuart Mill, in his “ Principles of 
Political Economy,’’ held that the skill 
of a violinist, in every respect, was as 
much a part of the world’s wealth as the 
violin itself. Translated into physical 
terms, the violinist’s skill is dependent 
entirely on the delicacy and flexibility of 
his right arm. Hence the insurance com- 
panies can claim, with good reason, that 
they insure. against a loss. of wealth- 
producing property when they issue a 
policy to safeguard the loss of that mght 
arm. We are accustomed to reports of 
actresses who insure their hair, legs and 
teeth for enormous sums, Those go further 
who are willing to pay annual premiums, 
as large as a statesman’s salary, in order 
to provide against the loss of the smiles 
that have brought them fortune and fame. 
The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes of an analogous development. So 
many actions have been brought in French 
Courts for damages, “in respect of 
injuries of a character to militate against 
physical beauty,” that a special term, 
‘“‘ esthetic prejudice,’’ has been coined to 
describe such offences. A detective in 
spector, injured in a street accident, 
claims £800 damages. A woman barrister, 
similarly injured, claims £1,600. The plea 
in these and similar cases is that the in- 
evitable loss of beauty is a serious incon 
venience from the professional point of 
view. Perhaps, the day is coming when 
youths and maidens will seek compensa- 
tion on the ground that their matrimonial 
prospects are impeded by facial injuries. 
Possibly, indeed, all justification will 
be cast aside, and cautious parents will 
take out policies against the potential un- 
attractiveness of their infants.

The Hatry trial ended at the Old Bailey, London, yesterday, when 
sentence was passed by Mr. Justice Avory on the four prisoners, as 


follows :-— 


CLARENCE CHARLES HATRY, fourteen years’ penal servitude. 
EDMUND DANIELS, seven years’ penal servitude. 

JOHN GRAHAM GOODFELLOW DIXON, five years’ penal servitude. 
ALBERT EDWARD TABOR, three years’ penal servitude. 


In every case there were additional sentences, including two years’ 
hard labour, which will run concurrently. 


Passing sentence on Hatry, Mr. 


Justice Avory said that he stood 


convicted, on his own confession, of the most appalling frauds that had 
ever dishgured the commercial reputation of the country—frauds far more 


serious than any committed within the last fifty years.

DRAMATIC END TO THE TRIAL, 


LONDON, Friday. 


Drama came quickly to the packed court 

ihe Old Bailey, where Hatry, Daniels, 
‘abor and Dixon stood in the dock to- 
aay. : 
\s soon as the judge had taken his seat 
Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., Hatry’s 
said that since the prosecution 
closed on the previous night he had had 
an opportunity of consulting with his 
junior and of considering the position 
with regard to the indictment in all its 
hearings. Many considerations which 
nad to be borne in mind at this stage of 
the case had received the most anxious and 
nrolonged consideration, with the result 
that they had tendered certain advice to 
Hatry, who now desired—fully realising 
the nature of that advice and the respon- 
sibility which it entailed—to ask his per- 
mission to withdraw his plea of ‘ Not 
and to substitute a plea of 
“ Guilty ” to the whole of the counts. 


“ PLEA OF GUILTY.’ 


There was a buzz of excitement in the 
court as counsel sat down. The Clerk 
then ordered Hatry to stand up, and 
asked formally if he wished to plead 
guilty. Hatry, in a strong, clear voice, 
replied laconically “ I do.’’ 

Counsel for the other defendants then 
ciated in turn that they desired to take 
the same course. Accordingly ithe judge 
directed the jury to find a formal verdict 
avainst each of the defendants. 

Sir William Jowitt, the Attorney- 
General, said that he would ask that 
either the other indictments should be 
allowed to remain on the file, or else he 
would ask that he might be allowed to 
state the facts alleged in those indict- 
nents. The time of the Court had already 
heen occupied for four days, and public 
money had been spent on a case which he 
was glad to believe was literally without 
precedent. 

Mr. Justice Avory—Before I listan to 
any evidence relating to the other indict- 
ments I must know what the defendants 
plead to them. 


THE SECOND INDICTMENT. 


Sir William Jowitt said that he quite 
screed; he would ask the judge to pr 
en the second indictment, which alleged 
dealings with the shares of the Drapery 
‘rust and Associated Automatic.

IN JUSTICE TO HATRY. 

“Certain things must be said in justice 
to Hatry, and equally important—in the 
judgment of Hatry more important—in 
the interests of those who sit behind him 
in that dock to-day. One thing I want 
to make clear is that the gravity of the 
offences to which Hatry has pleaded guilty 
is recognised to the full. There is no 
desire at this time, or, indeed, at any 
other time, to seek to say one word to 
minimise the gravity of those offences. 

““Rather would I like to say, so that 
your lordship will know that the gravity 
1s fully recognised, that Hatry realises 
that the foundations of security and con- 
fidence in the City and in the commercial 
world generally have been gravely injured, 
that a blow has, indeed, been struck at 
the integrity of public credit and of 
private dealing. 

‘Whatever the figure may be. your 
lordship will, I know, recognise ‘that 
without this crime this terrible disaster 
would have occurred, but with this vita] 
distinction—that Hatry, instead of sitting 
where he sits at this moment, and what- 
ever the odium attaching to his name 
because of the failure, would have been 
outside the criminal law. 


PLEDGED EVERY PENNY. 


““ As he himself said before the com- 
mitting magistrate:—‘I pledged every 
penny I possessed and my reputation, 
and maybe my liberty, to avert what I 
knew would otherwise have been a 
terrible crash. I took grave 
risks; whereas, I could then ‘so easily 
have let things go and walked off a 
free man. When I leave prison, when- 
ever that may be, my punishment will 
begin all over again.’ 

“If you take the history of Mr. Hatry 
before the events of 1929,"’ said Mr. 
Birkett, “you will find it is a record 
of honour, of successful flotations, of 
confidence, and I use that word advisedly, 
of respect and esteem. The Attorney- 
General said the fact that Mr. Hatry 
made no personal profit through these 
irregularities was not much mitigation. 
If money had gone into the pockets of 
Mr. Hatry, the prosecution would have 
stressed that fact, and rightly so. 

“ Maybe I have the defending mind, 
but I think-it is hard, when the defence 
has shown clearly that the motive was 
not sordid, not petty, and above all, 
not for personal gain, that this is not 
mitigation. You will find on the 
testimony of the prosecution itself that 
Mr. Hatry depleted himself of all his 
possessions, of his family settlement, and 
is now faced with bankruptcy. Those are 
mitigating circumstances. 


APPEAL TO JUDGE, 


There was not a rustle of paper or 
a whisper that could be heard as Mr. 
Birkett made his closing appeal to Mr. 
Justice Avory. 

“ I appeal to your lordship.’’ he said. 
his voice shaking with emotion, “ that 
the sentence, in its element of seasoning 
justice with mercy, should be one which 
will not crush or break or destroy, or 
give years of unrelieved gloom, but a 
sentence which will help him to maintain 
through the severity of the sentence— 
whatever it may be—the hope, which is 
the last earthly thing he has, that one 
day he may live to redeem that career 
which has been finally and tragically 
destroyed.”’

The Greater Dublin Bill is likely to be 
the most contentious of all the Government 
proposals to be considered by the Dail 
during the session which opens on February 
12th next. : 

The measure is being critically examined 
by the Executive Council, and it is stated 
that it has undergone various changes in 


deta. 
THE MANAGERS. 

One change which the Executive Council 
has made is that the paid Managers shall 
be selected by the Local Appointments 
Commission after the posts have been 
advertised. 

The original proposal was that two of 
the present City Commissioners should 
carry on as City Managers during the 
transition period. 

I hear that members of the Dail for the 
city and county are to be asked to press 
for the inclusion in the bill of proposals 
for a Northern Coastal wee which 
would include Howth, Baldoyle, Port- 
marnock, Malahide, Coolock and Raheny. 

MALAHIDE MEETING. 

Recently a mecting was held at Mala- 
hide, at which the matter was discussed 
and a committee was appointed to push 
forward the proposals. 

The bill provides for a Corporation, 
with a Lord Mayor and a City Manager, 
for Dublin City (which will include Rath- 
mines and Pembroke), and a Coastal 
Borough, also with a Mayor and a City 
Manager, which will embody the coast 
townships from Blackrock to Killiney. 


MUCH-NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS. 

At the Malahide meeting it was urged 
that a Northern coastal borough also. would 
pave the way for bedly-needed improve- 
ment schemes, such as the extension of 
the Vartry water supply, a better sewerage 
system, and a wide highway from Clon- 
tarf, through Sutton, Baldoyle and Port- 
marnock to Malahide. 

It was suggested that at least some of

the land was available free for the pur- 
pose, and that such a road could be built 
by the unemployed men who are receiving 
outdoor relief. 

POSITION OF OFFICIALS. 

A deputation representing the ‘Irish 
Local Government Officials’ Union vyester- 
day discussed with Mr. Mulcahy, 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, the position of the staffs 
of the various local authorities in Dublin 
city and county who will be affected by 
the bill. 

The Minister outlined the proposals in 
the bill for the safeguarding of the 
positions and rights of the staffs snd dis- 
cussed with the deputation a number of 
proposals which had been put forward by 
the Union to this end. 

Mr. L. J. Henderson, General Secretary 
of the Union, informed an /rish Times 
representative that the deputation were 
satisfied with their favourable reception by 
the Minister and with the Minister's 
knowledge of, and interest in, the position 
of the officials afiected.

TWO MEN CHARGED 
WITH MURDER.

There was a seguel at a special Court, held 
in Waterford last night, before District 
Justice McCabe, to the disappearance oí a 
postman, Laureuce Griffin, on the Kilmac- 
thomas-Stradbally route, when the capital 
charge was preferred against two men. 

Griffin was a married man, with two 
children. He saw service in the South African 
and Great Wars. Since his disappearance on 
Christmas Day searches have been conducted 
by Civic Guards from several stations in 
County Waterford, assisted by hundreds of 
pope from the district. 

The two men charged at the special Court 
are :— 

Thomas Francis Cashin,.of Stradbally, a 
National School teacher at Ballylareen; and 

Edmund Morrissey, labourer, Stradbally. 

THE CHARGES. 

They were charged on three counts :— 

1— That they did, on December 25 last, at 
Stradbally, murder Laurence Griffin; 

2—That they, at the same time and place, 
did recently dispose of the dead body of 
Laurence Griffin, with intent to obstruct and 
prevent a Coroner’s inquest; and 

5—With the larceny of a post bag and 
postman’s cap, value for £5, the property of 
the Postmaster-General. 

Superintendent J. J. Meehan, Waterford, 
who was engaged in the investigation of the 
affair, gave evidence of arrest. 

ACCUSED MEN'S DENIALS. 

When charged and cautioned, Cashin denied 
all the charges. Morrissey said: '' The only 
thing I have to say is that I was not out 
since 4 o'clock that evening.” This was his 
repyy to the first two charges. 

eplying to the charge of larceny, Morris- 
sey said : ' Begorra, that’s funny, sir.” 

When charged again yesterday Morrissey 
said: “ Well, that is wrong, sir. 

Cashin persisted. in his denial of all the 
charges. 

Morrissey later inquired if it would be any 
use producing a certificate of character from 
the nuns at Stradbally Convent, where he 
was.employed for twenty-six years. 

Superintendent Meehan replied that it was 
not necessary at this stage. 

The defendants were not professionally 
represented and declined to cross-examine. 

Cashin asked if bail would be granted, and 
the Justice replied that bail could not be 
granted on such a charge. 

The second man was remanded in custody 
to Waterford District Court, which is to be 
held next Friday.

GENEVA, Friday. 

M. Zaleski, the President of the Council 
of the League of Nations, has addressed 
telegrams to the Governments of Bolivia 
and Paraguay saying that he is greatly 
distressed by the news with regard to 
Chaco Boreal. He reminds them that 
after the session of the Council in Decem- 
ber, 1928, and of the Assembly in 1929, 
M. Briand congratulated the two nations 
on having adopted a pacific procedure for 


ance with the stipulations of the Covenant. 
M. Zaleski adds that he feels he is 
interpreting the feelings of the Council 
and of the whole League in conveying to 
the two Governments their confidence that 
no serious incident will compromise the 
pacific procedure which has been adopted. 
Copies of M. Zaleski’s telegram have 
been communicated to all members of the 
Council of the League. 
SIX MEN AND A MACHINE-GUN. 
Note.—According to information from 
Paraguayan sources, a Bolivian patrol 
attacked an outpost at Isla Poi on January 
16th. The same sources claim to have 
intercepted a message from the Bolivian 
Chief of Staff showing that preparations 
were afoot for an offensive on a big scale. 
The Bolivian authorities allege that the 
attack came from the Paraguayan side, 
six Paraguayan soldiers attacking Fort 
Boqyeron with machine-gun fire. 


BOLIVIA’S PROTEST. 

Sir Eric Drummond, Secretary-General 
of the League, has received the following 
telegram from Sefior Cortadellas, the 
permanent Bolivian delegate: “ On behalf 
of my Government I lodge with the League 
a formal protest against the false charge 
in which an attempt is made to place upon 
Bolivia the responsibility for the recent 
incident in the Chaco territory. This was 
‘provoked by a Paraguayan patrol which 
attacked a Bolivian observation post. 

“ My country, faithful to the Pact of 
Conciliation which it signed in Washing- 
ton, after investigations made by the 
delegates of the United States, Cuba, 
Mexico, Colombia and Uruguay, who 
found that Paraguay had ben the 
aggressor, has never departed from the ]ine 
of conduct marked out for it bv its duties 
as a member of the League of Nations. It 
awaits with calm the putting into force 
of the formula proposed bv the Uruguayan 
Chancellery, which it immediately 
accepted.”” 

This telegram was at once communicated 
by the Secretary-General to the Govern- 
ment of Paraguay and the members of the 
League. 

A further communication received by 
Sir Eric Drummond is a note from Senior 
Cortadellas dated January 22nd, stating 
that he had so far received no official 
information regarding the Chaco affair 
reported by the Paraguayan Minister in 
Paris, but that, even so, he considered the 
accusation of responsibility made against 
Bolivia to be unfounded.

PASSENGERS LANDED 
AMID CONVICTS,

BUENOS AIRES, Friday. 
The German liner, Monte Cervantes 
(13,913 tons), which struck a rock in the 
Straits of Magellan, near Terra del Fuego, 


on Wednésday, heeled over to starboard 


to-day and disappeared beneath the waves. 

Captain Dreyer, the commander, refused 
to be rescued. He stuck to his post on 
the bridge, and went to his death as the 


‘vessel pitched over and quickly sank. He 


was born in Germany fifty-six years ago. 

The skeleton crew left on board had 
narrow escapes from drowning, but were 
eventually rescued. 


CRUISERS LAND PASSENGERS. 

Official telegrams confirm the statement 
that the 1,120 passengers and 502 mem- 
bers of the crew had been rescued earlier 
in perfect discipline by Argentine 
cruisers, which took them to the Penal 
Settlement of Ushuaia. Apparently most 
of the baggage also was saved. 

Fruitless efforts were made 
end to salve the liner. 

Some concern. is being felt for the com- 
fort of the passengers and crew of the 
Monte Cervantes, who have been put 
ashore at Ushaia, the prison colony, which 
contains some of the most notorious 
criminals in the Argentine. 

There are very few buildings at Ushaia, 
except some disused mission structures 
and a few shops, and the place hardly 
affords provision for so many people. 


RELIEF SHIP ON THE WAY. 

The Monte Sarmiento, of the same line 
as the Cervantes, has been ordered to dis- 
charge her passengers at Monte Video and 
proceed immediately to Ushaia to pick up 
the stranded travellers. She is stopping 
en route for supplies at Mar de] Plata, 
but, since she has accommodation for only 
six hundred, she will have difficulty in 
accommodating so many, and more than 
one relief journey may be necessary. 

Since the Argentine does not demand 
the death penalty, the very worst male- 
factors are sent to Ushaia. - Among the 
prisoners is the anarchist who, in 1909, 
hurled the bomb which killed the chief of 
the Buenos Aires police; while another 
prisoner—a German—is there for killing 
and quartering one of his friends.

THE HATRY TRIAL.

The Times to-day in a leading article 
says:—Stern, but appropriate, sentences 
were passed at the Old Bailey yesterday 
upon the four defendants in what will 
long be remembered as the Hatry case. 
The Extradition Treaty between this 
country and Italy does not provide for the 
surrender of nationals by either, and 
Gialdini, an Italian, and another of 
Hatry’s collaborators, is in his own 
sountry. Had he remained within British 
jurisdiction, he would have been put on 
trial with the four men who have now 
begun their varying terms of imprison- 
ment-for forgery and: fraud, 

But, with this exception, the part > 
the criminal law in the liquidation of the 
Hatry affair is complete. How much that 
is complex and contentious must still be 
submitted to the process of civil law 
remains to be seen, 

After the disclosures of the past few 
days there is more reason than ever to 
be grateful for the masterly plan con- 
trived by members. of the Stock Exchange 
which has so much diminished the area of 
possible litigation. In the end, even the 
criminal proceedings were shortened by 
the confessions of guilt made at the close 
of the case for the prosecution and 
virtually necessitated by the evidence 
offered. 

The mass of details most competently 
marshalled during the five days of the 
trial discloses in the heart of i: a fraud 
which can be distinguished from the 
meanest of its kind only by the extrava- 
gance of its ambition and the impudent 
simplicity of its technique. 


DIFFICULT TO LEGISLATE. 

It is at ail times difficult to legislate 
against fraud, and legislation against 
Hatry, in so far as it complicated or 
impeded the flexible traffic: of affairs, 
would do more harm than he has done. 
Dishonesty so determined as Háatry 
will not be checked, because it has two 
obstacles to surmount instead of one. A 
signalman has deliberately tampered with 
the signals. A rogue has traded upon the 
common expectation of integrity in finance. 
Legislation ad hoc would have no more 
effective value than the inevitable rider of 
a coroner’s jury. á 

The fact that Hatry so far rehabilitated 
himself as to. attract to his boards the 
innocent assistance of certain names and 
reputations might warrant a fresh outery 
against guinea pig directors; but Hatry’s 
credit, while it lasted, was of his own 
making. He owed little to the respecta- 
bility of others, and, in any case, the 
responsibilities of directors haye been re- 
stated and increased by the latest company 
legislation. The ornamenta) director is 
fast becoming an object of alarm, rather 
than of awe, to the average investor. 

Yet there are some matters thrown up 
by the Hatry trial which will require 
serious examination or re-examination. 
What changes in the practice of banks 
are necessary for their own protection may 
be left to their directors. .

So great was the success of last year’s 
Trish International Grand Prix Motor 
Races in the Pheonix Park that com- 
petitors and spectators alike urged that 
the fixture should be made an annual 
The Organising Committee after the 
races issued a statement in which they 
promised that this should be done, subject 
to certain conditions. 

Events have shown that on the races of 
July last there was a deficit of approxi- 
mately £3,000. This would have involved 
a call upon the guarantors, but the Free 
State Government undertook to introduce 
a vote in the Dail to meet the deficit. and 
it is believed that tie House will sive it 
favourable consideration. 

In the meantime, the Organising ‘Com- 
mittee of the races—which are to be held 
under the auspices of the Royal Irish 


Automobile Club—have asked for guaran 


tees to the amount of £15,000 for the races, 
which are to be held on the 18th and 19th 
of next July. The amount guaranteed to 
date is £12,491.. The guarantee fund will 
he closed on February 7th, and the 
Organising Committee state that unless a 
further £2.609 has been guaranteed by 
that date they cannot undertake to hold 
the races. 

Under its constitution the Royal, Irish 
Automobile Club cannot undertake fnan- 
cial responsibility for such a fixture, and, 
therefore, it must be protected against 
liability. Circumstances last year demon- 
strated that a guarantee fund is necessary : 
it is no less necessary .now, though there 
is little probability that there will be a 
deficit. , 

POSSIBLE. ECONOMY. 

The Finance Committee of the races bas 
gone into the whole matter of expenditure, 
and is satisfied that, if the attendance on 
both days approximates. to last year's 
ficures, the coming races will be a finan- 
cial success.

handed, made a circle past Carrigeen, and 
was lost short of the Croom-Ballingarry 
road—a very good hunt of one hour and 
forty-five minutes. 

The first part to Mournane was at racing 
pace, but after Liskenneté hounds continued 
at a very fair pace nearly to Carriceen, where 
scent began to fail, and hounds were unlucky 
to loose their fox, as he was only a very 
short way in front of them. 

It being 2 o'clock, and hounds and horses 
having had enough, the order was for home. 
The nearest covert which had not been 
touched would have been the Black Hill, 
which was four miles away.
